Diplomacy. succeeded in re- 
moving the threat of a general 
European War over Czecho- 
Slovakia. But it is a depress- 
ing thought that quite a num- 
ber of countries are actively 
engaged in hostilities at the 
present time. Spain, and in 
Spain, Germany, Italy and 
Russian; Abyssinia (for hostili- 
ties have not -ceased there), 
China, Japan, — Palestine—the 
battlefields are fairly evenly dis- 
tributed over the surface of the 
globe. It is a bitter commen- 
tary on the state of the world 
to-day that far more thought is 
being given to the. question of

Scots F.A. Interpret 
Perploxing Law 


London, Sept. 2. 
In an instruction issued to referees 
under their jurisdiction, the Scottish 
F.A. have clarified a point in the law 
relating to charging which is per- 
piexing players, officials and fol- 
lowers of the game this scason. 


The cause of the trouble Js a foot- 
note, included in the newly edited 
laws, which states that It Js not in- 
tended to penalise all charging; that 
charging 1s permissible as long 53, 
In the opinion of the referee, it 4. 
falr and the players concerned arc 


attempting to play the ball. 


Belleving misunderstanding exists 
as to the construction to be placed 
on the phrase, “The players con- 
cerned ore nttempting . to play the 
ball,” the Scottish F.A. have advised 
their referces as follows: 

A player may charge an opponent 
for three purposes:. (1) To goin pos- 
session of the ball, (2) to retain 
possession of the ball when chal- 
lenged by on opponent, (3} to pre- 
vent an opponent gaining possession 
of the ball. 

A player is not entitled to charge 
an opponent if he himself is not at- 
tempting to play the ball. For cx- 
ample, a player attempting to protect 
his. goalkeeper may not charge an 
opponent who, without committing 
any breach of the laws, is attempt- 
Ing to play the ball. 


PENALTY OFFENCE 


Circumstances as in the example 
given often arise, and, In the opinion 
of the Scottish F.A., an offence, in 
such event, would be committed, 


punishable by a free-kick if the in- 


{ringement occurred outside . the 
penalty area, and by a penalty-kick 
{f inside. . 

Scott!sh players, at least, will now 
be in no doubt as to what will hap- 
pen If a fullback, not attempting to 
play the ‘ball, charges a forward: os 
he rushes towards the goalkeeper. 

Falling a concise explanation of 
the law by the Football Assoclation, 
as Jssued by the Scottlsh body, those 
concerned in English football have 
veen puzzled over the correct inter- 
pretation. 

It is understood that the F.A. have 
the matter under consideration, and 
an announcement may be mode in 
due course, 


REFEREES’ VIEWS 


The views of two prominent Eng- 
fish referees on the subject are in- 
teresting. = 

One states that he would award a 
penalty if a defender obstructed 
(charged without ‘ittempting to play 
the ball) an opponent in the penalty 
area, . . 

The other referee gives It as his 
opinion that, as the whole tendency 
of the laws is to afford protection for 
the goalkeeper, he would not penalise 
n defender, not attempting to play 
the ball, who charged off an opponent 
falrly. 3 

Both oMcials think an “instruc- 
tlon” to English referees by the FA.

THREAT OF WAR 

SHIFTS 
HANKOW, OCT. 4. 

With both sldes oround Ticnchia- 
chen still consolidating their post- 
tlons the theatre of war has been

LONDON, Oct. 3. 

Me ALFRED DUIFF 

COOPER, First Lord 
of the Admiralty, was 
cheered by Opposition mem- 
bers when he rose in Parlia- 
ment to-day to explain his 
resignation from the 
Cabinet. 

He declared that — British 
foreign policy should be made 
plain.to other countries. This, 

_ in the recent crisis, the Govern- 
ment had failed to do. 

"Wo were drifting day by day 
into a war with Germany,” he said. 

“We never anid until the last 


moment, and then in an uncertain 
fashion, that we were prepared to 
fight. Yet we know that informa- 
tion to the opposite effect was he- 
ing poured inte the ears of the Ger- 
man lenders, 


“fho Government did not use 
language which dictators under- 
stand, The language used by the 
Prime Minfster and Slr John Simon 
meant nothing to persons with 
mentality ke that of Herr Hitler 
or Signor Mussolini.” 


“Mr. Duff Cooper. charged «the 
Prime Minister with not making the 
British position plaln when he visited 
Herr Hitler at Berchtesgaden, 

‘When the British Government did 
send a message stating its attitude, 
that messare contalned at least three 
qualifying clause, When at Inst 
Herr Hitler, began to show signs of 
relaxing his position he already 
knew of the Mobilisation of. the 
British ficet. 


“All the British Government re- 
ceived in return for its ‘sweet rea- 
sonableness' was the Berchtesgaden 
ultimatum, 

CRUEL AND REVENGEFUL 

“Later, the Prime Minister returned

A. single point divided him four 
times from a speculative fifth sct 
against Budge on the first day; he 
was the oytstunding Ogure in the 
doubles match; and finally _he_out- 
played America's No, 2, R. L. Riggs, 
who has won every home tourna- 
ment in which he has competed this 
year, 


The future, therefore, s bright for 
Australia,-and if Budge. leaves the 
amateur ranks this autumn, as 
everybody here takes for granted, it 
is dificult to see how Bromwich’s 
#enius can fail to capture the cup for 
the Commonwealth next year.
